gracefully underpaid in certain private 
schools in Hongkong, he inferentially 
posed the question, ‘what, if anything 
ean be done by Government to correct 
the, situation?”. Mr Crozier advanced 
two. personal suggestions: to convince 
the management of these schools that 
education: must be the first considera: 
tion und that. teaching efficiency is 
directly related to good conditions of 
employment; if that should fail, the 
Director of Education suggests trying 
to replace the school with one that 
is non-profit-making. The firat proposal. 
. possesses the merits of the “reasonable 
approach.” It can, and should, be tried. 
But successful results are unlikely. 
The person who establishes a school 
: for. the-sole purpose of.making the 
biggest profits possible is not the type 
to listen to sweet reason or to concern 
himself about the fact that teaching 
efficiency :is directly related to good 
employment conditions. Elimination of 
these “profit and nothing else’” schools 
and their replacement by properly 
conducted institutions strikes a ‘more

Nevertheless, if it is 
recognised by the Director of Education 
that there exists in the Colony private 
schools who - fail to conform to the 
minimum employment conditions for 
teachers, it would appear to be Govern- 
ment’s responsibility to take some sort 
of corrective action. Private schools 


. already have to satisfy certain official 


conditions before they are permitted 
to function, Could not these conditions 
be expanded to include minimum terms 
of employment for teachers? It is 
acknowledged that untrained. teachers 
cannut command the same salaries as 
those who are fully. qualified, ‘but-even 


‘they are entitled -to fair minimum 


wages and other reasonable working . 
Opportunity seems to 
present itself for stricter official con- 
trol of certain types of private schools, - 
not only in the interests of teachers, But - 
also of the pupils.

the happiness of mankind.”

_ ECON OMIST.: WARNS | OF 
DANGER AHEAD 


London, Sept. 25. 
A good deal of current economic thought — especially 
that part of it that finds its way into print — is tinged with 


political . bias. 


It is refreshing, therefore, to find an article 


analysing Britain's economic dilemma, written by a distingulshed 


economist who has no personal axe to grind. .

ed position — he lives in Brisbane — he has turned 


his mind to the problems facing

Writing in the Manchester 
Guardian, Mr-Clank asserts that] 
“not merely the British Govern~ 
ment but virtually {he whole 
Britlsh people, of all political 
parties and of all schools of 
thought, has allowed Itself to 
cherish three cconomic — Illu- 
sions......cach one, taken singly, 
extremely dangerous and the 
three in combination fatal.” 


According to Mr Clark, these 
“are the illusions of Cheap Food, 
of Limitless Taxable Capacity, 
and of Rapidly Increasing Pro- 
ductivity, Taking them one at a 
tlme, he demonstrates that they 
are, in fact, illusions, based on 
gre-conceived notions‘and memo- 
ries of the “good old days”, to 
say nothing of political .-dis- 
honesty. 

The Cheap Food illusion,’ -he 
says, has arisen from the pro- 
gressive downward trend: in the 
1920s and 1930s, Mr Clark de- 
monstrates how the terms of 
trade moved in Britain's favour 
during the period from 1913 to 
the end of the ‘thirties.
